hie the firing ol heavy cannon, or rather more lae
an awful explosion. Fvorybody was startled, ami
tn an inetbiit bo uses were leu tenancies almost, ae
the wbo.e poimiace t untied tor tne stieeti to isarn
tbe eause ol tne startling report. In a uiiimenc
another loud report was heard ovrhcad. and a all
eyes were upturned, anot tier and yet anoiher
report followed in quick sucoess',on, to tne
number ot eight r tun. Tbuso were followed
ij other reports in very rapid succossioii, till it e

a rattlm, rnnliiux, wulzzing nnw, iasainr
acrose tbe heavens from northwest to soutboasi. J u
abonl two minutes ail had passed away, and aston-
ished sronps stood and lookud at each other, spell-toan- d

and mute. All seemed eaccr t snak, our,
no one new what to say! Mothers cla'iped liU
ehlldren, and rushed frantically in search of some

ot saiety. Strom men turned palo, as though
filace wore passin? awav w.tb a preat noi-- e.

tloises and cattle, irlKhteud, were runulug avwut,
adding to tbe general confusion.

As soon as tbe excitement began to ubide,
people bean to express wonder, aud to propose
questions ntucb easier asked than answered, and the
wunder was tho topic ot conversation,
hoon the excitement received a fresh imoetus irom
the announcement that during the loud noises orr-btlir- tl

large stones had fatten from the heaovntjuM
out of town! Of course, multitude hastened to
anwrtaiu the correctness of thcae nartlmg rumors,
tiuie enoagh, .there they wore, huge black stones,
weighing twenty, thirty, forty, fifty, and the larger
4mt hundred and three pound! Taose who saw
tlittm lull hastened to the spot, and dug after thorn,
tinning them imbedded in tue car'h from ono to two
una a half leet iloci). .Many "burnt their linger--
u bamiy seizing the aerolite, after removing the

eurronoiiing earth, and they were so hot as tbat
tuey could not be handled for half an hour affr
tliuy tell

i i.e aerolites were found scattered, in tbe direction
m wt ieb the noi' proceeded, tor a space ot onie
an miles; and they were lonncl, too, in sizu propor-tioie- d

to tbe sue.igth oi the reports, the greatest
towuide the noithwt, and tbe smallest toward the
southeast, the latter as rma'l, at Iomi, as common

and somewhat resembling tnem. The
tuques wero of a black, burnt color outside, but,
when broken, were of a Iicht blue shade, and
sparkled ith metallic subsiances. home piece of
the specimens which I yst have, have been chemi-
cally examined in Europe, and found to contain nine
mttallic tulstancts. I regret that J have not the

1'ersoi t out in the fields at tbe time of this strange
orenrrencc, and who had an nnobstruoted vie ot
